Her wish came true in January but she was taken ill, suffering a massive stroke just 
four days after she moved into the home and before the couple had actually been reunited 
as Mr Smith was ill. Now Dunkirk and D-Day veteran Mr Smith has also died at the Island

contact with children took part in demon¬ 
strations attended by youngsters.

68-year-old, from Mickley Avenue, Park 
Village, admitted breaching the terms of 
a Sex Offender Prevention Order and was 
given a three-year community order by 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. The hearing 
was told the trust had taken him on with¬ 
out checking if he had a criminal past. 

Trust director Alan Hazeldine said: “The 
Dudley Canal Trust is reviewing all its op¬ 
erating and volunteer manning procedures. 
This is in order to eliminate the possibility 
of this ever happening again.” 

Mr Hazeldine said Hunt had never been 
employed as a skipper on boats which take 
passengers on canal trips. He explained: 
“His only involvement with Dudley Canal 
Trust was moving the historic boat Sagitta 
3 and carrying out demonstrations. 

“Demonstrations only take place when a 
minimum of two volunteers are present and 
all children are accompanied by a parent or 
responsible adult.”

Mrs Smith, who was admitted to Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital following a fall just be¬ 
fore Christmas was finally allowed to move 
into Island Court at the end of January. 
Within four days, she suffered a massive 
stroke and died on Feburary 10. 

Devoted 

Mrs Smith’s daughter Diane Fellows, 
63, said: “I’m convinced it was down to all 
that stress. If they had listened to us in 
the first place, I honestly believe she would 
still be here.” 

The couple had both been widowed when 
they met at Diane’s wedding on March 17, 
1969, and were married a year to the day. 

Mrs Fellows, of Gordon Avenue, Lanes- 
field, said: “They were a devoted couple, 
and it broke my mother’s heart when they 
were apart.” 

The couple’s heartache began in August 
when Mr Smith was admitted to Russells 
Hall after being taken ill with a kidney 
complaint. When he was discharged after 
four weeks, social services ruled he was 
not fit to return to the flat he shared with 
his wife in Brunei Court, Wombourne, 
and he moved into Island Court in Bourne 
Street, Woodsetton, on September 4. As 
Mrs Smith’s health was not judged serious 
enough to warrant full-time nursing care, 
she was told she could not join him. 

While staff at Island Court said they 
were prepared to allow Mrs Smith to move 
in with her husband, Staffordshire and 
Stoke-on-Trent Partnership NHS Trust 
had said her condition did not justify the 
£391-a-week care cost. 

Mr Smith’s funeral at Gornal Wood Cre¬ 
matorium on Monday was on what would 
have been their 44th wedding anniversary.

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Tyre deal clears obstacle for new store 
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A BUDGET supermarket’s plans 
for a new store in Kingswinford 
look set to progress now a deal has 
been done with tyre business on the 
site of the proposed supermarket. 

Lidl had already secured permis¬ 
sion to open a branch on the Duck¬ 
worth Trading Estate, off Stallings 
Lane, in Kingswinford. But now it 
is asking to increase the size of the 
store by almost 20 per cent. Bosses 


say that, if the move gets the go 
ahead, it would create around 40 
new jobs. 

In submitted plans the firm said: 
“We anticipate it will bring several 
million pounds worth of investment 
into the area, providing a new, at¬ 
tractive and modern development 
consisting of a Lidl food store, offer¬ 
ing local employment.” 

Single-storey warehouses and 


workshops at the trading estate will 
be demolished to make way for the 
new store. 

The estate was occupied by a fur¬ 
niture store, a windows manufac¬ 
turer and martial arts academy but 
they were relocated when planning 
permission for the supermarket was 
first granted last year. 

Only Kingswinford Tyres Ltd re¬ 
mained on the estate but the firm’s 


boss Andrew Page said it was also 
relocating to Dawley Brook Road 
late next month following a finan¬ 
cial settlement. 

The move will result in a 
£100,000 investment for the garage, 
see its base expand by 30 per cent 
and workforce go from 10 to 14. Mr 
Page said: “I have decided to take 
the positives from the negatives and 
look forward to our move.” 


Protesters step up 
waste site campaign 


HUNDREDS of people are backing a cam¬ 
paign to stop Brierley Hill becoming ‘the 
waste capital of the West Midlands’ by op¬ 
posing a controversial waste plant. 

A total of 961 residents had written against Clean 
Power Properties’ bid to build the plant off Moor 
Lane in Brierley Hill ahead of this week’s deadline 
for submissions for a publi c inquiry to decide on it. 

They say they will con¬ 
tinue to fight against the 
scheme right up to the hear¬ 
ing date with a variety of 
events being organised to 
drum up support and keep 
residents informed 
The campaigners - who 
go under the name Brier¬ 
ley Hill SNOW (Say No tO 
Waste site) - hired a stall at 
the town’s market to publi¬ 
cise their battle and gather 
more support. 

Objection 

Campaigner Tim Lees, 
aged 63, of Seagers Lane, 
said: “We’ve been extremely 
busy compiling residents’ 
letters of objection ahead 
of the deadline to submit 
our evidence against the 
scheme. We have real con¬ 
cerns about the smell from 
the site, then the traffic it 
will create. 

“We already have one 
rubbish pile, if we got this 
would it make us the waste 
capital of the West Mid¬ 
lands?” 

Clean Power Properties 
first unveiled its plan for 
the plant two years ago. In 
October it was turned down 
by councillors because of the 
impact on residents. But the 
company claimed the plant 
would not give out odours 
and a traffic management 
system would be in place. 

The facility would process 
195,000 tons of waste, in¬ 
cluding food, each year, gen¬ 
erating enough electricity 
for up to 10,000 homes and 
creating 30 jobs. 

The public inquiry at 
Dudley Council House starts 
on June 17. 


legal dispute 
over mosque 
to continue 

A LEGAL dispute over a 
proposed mosque in Dudley 
is set to continue as Muslim 
leaders attempt to launch 
another appeal. 

A recent ruling by the 
High Court found in favour 
of Dudley Council and it 
was expected a date would 
finally be set for the site in 
Hall Stree, to be handed 
back to the authority. 

But council leader Coun¬ 
cillor David Sparks says 
formal notification has been 
received that Dudley Mus¬ 
lim Association has submit¬ 
ted a request to appeal the 
court’s ruling. 

He admitted there was no 
way of knowing when the 
legal tussle, ongoing since 
2007, would now finish. 

Councillor Sparks said 
the authority was waiting 
to hear the outcome of the 
request from the Court of 
Appeal. 

Officials had hoped the 
battle was nearing an end 
after Deputy Judge David 
Halpern QC upheld an ear¬ 
lier court ruling striking out 
the association’s defence to 
the council’s action to re¬ 
claim the land. 

Councillor Sparks said 
that the ‘complex situation’ 
has now become even more 
complicated, likening it to a 
‘legal labyrinth’.

A LION which was part of a 
conservation breeding pro¬ 
ject at Dudley Zoo has died. 

Staff at the zoo on Mon¬ 
day said they were devas¬ 
tated by the death of Asiatic 
lion Mwamba, aged 11. 

Mwamba died despite 
veterinary treatment on 
Friday. 

Gujarat 

He was part of a rare and 
endangered lion subspecies 
known as Panthera leo per- 
sicus, native to India’s Gu¬ 
jarat State. 

He was brought to Dudley 
Zoo from Paignton last sum¬ 
mer to breed with the zoo’s 
female pair Asha and Kyra 
as part of a European con¬ 
servation programme. 

Zoo spokesman Jill Hitch- 
man said: “He was a very 
popular lion, you can see 
that by the tributes we have 
already had in. 

“We just wait now to 
find out the results of the 
post-mortem.” 

Mwamba was transferred 
to the zoo as part of the first 
lion breeding programme 
since the attraction’s pre¬ 
vious pair of lions died five 
years ago. 

Mwamba’s death is a 
major blow for a breeding 
programme considered of 
major importance.

Paedophile jailed for crimes in the 1990s 



Abuser Trevor Chapman 


A PAEDOPHILE who had accused 
his victims of concocting abuse 
claims to get their hands on his 
partner’s inheritance has been 
jailed for 18 years. 

Trevor Chapman has been put be¬ 
hind bars after a three week trial at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

The unemployed 52-year-old was 
arrested in January last year by 
detectives investigating a report of 
abuse in the 1990s. 

One of the victims, now aged in 
his 30s, had told police he had been 


repeatedly sexually assaulted by 
Chapman, who he had met when 
aged around 13. 

The abuse took place at Chap¬ 
man’s flat in Halesowen and inquir¬ 
ies revealed other boys would go to 
drink and smoke at premises across 
Birmingham linked to Chapman. 

Investigating officer Detective 
Constable Jen Rose said: “This was 
a challenging and complex case. The 
crimes happened two decades ago so 
we had to use all of our skills and 
the force’s resources to find the men 


who used to visit Chapman’s homes 
when they were boys. Considerable 
time and effort had to go into get¬ 
ting the men to open up to us and 
reveal their secrets.” 

Dc Rose identified four victims 
but when the allegations were put 
to Chapman he claimed it was a 
conspiracy with the men wanting a 
share of his partner’s recent inher¬ 
itance. 

During the trial the jury heard 
how Chapman would ply the boys, 
aged between 10 and 16 at the time, 


with alcohol and cigarettes and even 
cash in exchange for sex. 

Chapman, of Brook Crescent, 
Stourbridge, was found guilty of 28 
offences and placed on the Sex Of¬ 
fenders’ Register for life. 

Dc Rose added: “This has been a 
heavy burden for the boys Chapman 
groomed and abused. Their tormen¬ 
tor’s crimes have had a significant 
impact on their lives with some 
being left unable to form mean¬ 
ingful relationships because of the 
abuse they suffered.”

Plans sent in for £2m 
charity pet hospital 


PLANS for a new £2 million animal hospital 
in Oldbury have been lodged by pet charity 
PDSA. It follows an increase in demand for 
their services at its current base in Quinton. 

The new site on the Wolverhampton Road will be 
known as the People’s Dispensary for Sick Animals 
Centre for North-West Birmingham and Sandwell 


and will feature the lat¬ 
est veterinary equip¬ 
ment. 

When people arrive they 
will walk into a spacious 
two-storey waiting area,de¬ 
signed to be cool and well 
ventilated. 

The rest of the site will be 
single storey to reduce the 
impact of the building on 
the surrounding area and 
will include two operating 
theatres, a dental theatre, 
six consulting rooms and 
staff accommodation. 

The new centre will deal 
with around 20 consulta¬ 
tions during the day and 
a further 20 during the 
evening and overnight. 

Plans to build a new ani¬ 
mal hospital in the borough 
were first discussed with 
Sandwell Council in 2011 
after the charity experi¬ 
enced a rise in demand for 
its services. 

A letter sent to Sandwell 
Council’s planning depart¬ 
ment on behalf of the char¬ 
ity said: “The building will 
provide a vital service to the 
poorer communities in West

Birmingham. The evidence 
from the existing centre, 
which is very congested, is 
conclusive proof of demand 
for this service. 

“The site has been chosen 
because it is located within 
the community it seeks to 
serve and is on a main pub¬ 
lic transport corridor, thus 
making the site accessible 
by both private and public 
transport.” 

The letter goes on to say 
that around 30 full and 
part-time staff from the old 
centre will be kept on, safe¬ 
guarding jobs locally and 
there will be potential for 
the creation of more jobs in 
the future. 

The building has been de¬ 
signed to be flexible and will 
be built around an internal 
steel frame, to allow for fu¬ 
ture expansion of the facility 
or to accommodate changes 
in veterinary procedure 

The land, opposite Old¬ 
bury Academy, was origi¬ 
nally owned by the council 
and was sold to the charity.

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MORE than 1,600 additional school places 
will be needed in Sandwell by next year as 
the borough experiences a massive baby 
boom. 

An unprecedented rise in birth rates is putting 
pressure on the borough’s schools. 

The full extent owas revealed in a report to Sandwell 
Council which recommends the expansion of four primary 


schools under a £5.2 million 
programme to create extra 
reception places. 

Two years ago the coun¬ 
cil identified the population 
was growing at a rate which 
would mean at least 1,000 
new places would be needed 
every year if the boom con¬ 
tinued at the same pace, but 
it has now quickened. 

A new report reveals that 
of the borough 23 wards, 
22 will need extra places by 
April next year to keep up 
with the current population 
surge that will see around 
5,000 children apply for 
school places by September 
2014. 

The wards identified as 
most in need of spaces were 
Abbey, Bristnall, Princes 
End, Tipton Green and Old 
Warley. 

The baby boom is being 
seen across the country. 

The rise is being driven 
by more women in their 20s 
and 30s becoming mothers 
due to advances in health¬ 
care, and more migrant fam¬ 
ilies coming to the UK than 
the numbers leaving. The 
authority’s Labour leaders

have previously criticised 
the withdrawal of funding to 
build any new school facili¬ 
ties after the cancellation of 
the borough’s £138 million 
Building Schools for the Fu¬ 
ture programme. 

At a meeting next week, 
children services chief 
Councillor Simon Hackett, 
will be asked to approve 
the expansions of four pri¬ 
mary schools, Perryfields, 
Oldbury, Reddal Hill, Cra- 
dley Heath, Ferndale, Great 
Barr, and Holy Trinity, 
West Bromwich. 

All four will be enlarged 
to accept more children this 
year but the move will only 
create an additional 105 
places for reception children 
by September, still leaving a 
significant shortfall by next 
year. 

It will help deal with a 
population increase of 8.9 
per cent since between 2001 
and 2011, the period covered 
by latest national census. 

But the report warned 
that the only ward likely to 
continue to meet demand 
was Newton.

He did add that the Hippodrome could 
play a role as a live music venue and may 
attract some visiting shows due to its 
large capacity. He also said the venue 
could conflict with the programme of 
shows already at borough venues such 
as Dudley Town Hall. 

Yet friends group chairman Gordon 
Downing said this would not be a prob¬ 
lem. 

“Personally I’m not looking at staging 
one-off nights,” Mr Downing said. “I 
would prefer shows to come in Tuesday 
to Saturday. 

“The fact that they say there is not 
enough room on the circuit, I can’t 
imagine that one extra theatre would 
make much difference to them at all. 
They would only be working for one 
week extra and getting extra profit from 
that.” 

Mr Bond suggests a capital invest¬ 
ment of between £5m and £10m would 
be needed along with a ‘significant’ an¬ 
nual council subsidy of at least £300,000 
to £400,000 a year. 

Many theatres areowned by local au¬ 
thorities but are now often managed by 
trusts or separate commercial operators, 
the report says. 

Mr Bond says the ‘danger’ is the 
friends group would be unable to attract 
the funding required should it be re¬ 
tained and run on a voluntary basis. 

But Mr Downing questioned the need 
for financial involvement by the council 
and says the friends group have never 
asked for support in annual subsidies.

ANDREW TURTON reports 
on findings that call into 
question the reasoning for 
saving Dudley Hippodrome 


IT is a report which delves into 
questions at the heart of a 
campaign to save the Dudley 
Hippodrome from being bull¬ 
dozed into oblivion. 

Experts are set the task to ana¬ 
lyse the future for the theatre and 
whether hope to reopen the Hippo¬ 
drome can become a reality. 

Dudley Council spent £2,750 commis¬ 
sioning consultants to appraise a busi¬ 
ness plan compiled by campaigners to 
run the landmark theatre. 

Now we can reveal the contents of 
that report after being granted access 
through a Freedom of Information re¬ 
quest. 

Herefordshire-based consultants Art- 
service were commissioned last year to 
look at the future of the building which 
celebrated its 75th anniversary last year. 

Now the stark prediction dealt by con¬ 
sultant Alun Bond reveals concerns for 
the future. 


Lifestyle 

“The Hippodrome is a major theatre 
and has undoubtedly played an impor¬ 
tant and memorable role in the cultural 
life of Dudley and its people,” he said. 
“In its heyday, would have been a major 
resource to the borough. 

“Unfortunately, due to the radical 
changes in lifestyle and leisure consump¬ 
tion that have taken place, its isolated 
location, the loss of its technical facili¬ 
ties, and the changes that have occurred 
in the regional market for theatre and 
in national touring product availabil¬ 
ity, mean that it is no longer positioned 
to be able to compete effectively in the 
theatre market. It is very difficult to see

therefore how it might be restored to a 
venue capable of viable and sustainable 
operation.” 

One crucial issue he identified was 
competition from other Midland thea¬ 
tres and potential for barring clauses 
stopping certain shows from appear¬ 
ing at the nearby Dudley Hippodrome. 
Such clauses can prevent a touring 
company or performer playing two the¬ 
atres within a certain distance and time 
period of each other. 

He said this potentially could include 
theatres like Wolverhampton’s Grand 


Theatre, Birmingham Hippodrome and 
The New Alexandra Theatre in Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Campaigners had secured the inter¬ 
est of Bill Kenwright, a major producer 
of touring musicals, at bringing shows 
to the Hippodrome. However Mr Bond, 
in his report said it would be unlikely 
to secure productions from ATG, also 
known as the Ambassador Theatre 
Group, which is also one of the UK’s 
leading theatre operators, as this would 
compete with the New Alexandra, 
which it operates.

Burglar is 
behind bars 
thanks to 
schoolboy 


A BURGLAR has been jailed after a sharp 
eyed schoolboy spotted him carrying his loot 
out of a family home and alerted the police. 

Lee Cummins was tracked down after the 13-year- 
old spotted him and a friend loading a car outside 
the house and thought he ‘looked dodgy’ 

Forensic experts later found his DNA on a screwdriver 
which he had used to break into the home in Torquay. 


Exeter Crown Court 
heard Cummins, aged 36, 
from Overdale Road, Quin¬ 
ton, admit burglary. He 
was jailed for 15 months by 
Judge Jeremy Griggs. 

Miss Bathsheba Cassel, 
prosecuting, said £1,760 
worth of jewellery and val¬ 
uables, including an en¬ 
gagement ring ,were taken 
during the afternoon raid 
on the house in Barton 
Road, Torquay, in October. 
None of the valuables were 
recovered. 

Damage costing £1,800 
was caused to rear windows 
and doors when Cummins 
and a second man broke in. 

Miss Cassel said: “A 
13-year-old schoolboy, who 
was visiting a friend who 
lived nearby, saw two men 
in the road placing a suit¬ 
case into a car. He heard one 
man tell the other to hurry 
up and formed the impres¬ 
sion they were, in his words, 
dodgy. He later identified 
this defendant in an ID pro¬ 
cedure. 

“The occupants came 
back from work at around 
5.30pm and could see win¬ 
dows and doors at the rear 
had been attacked. The 
master bedroom had been 
ransacked and there had 
been untidy searches of 
other rooms. The owners 
say items of great sentimen¬ 
tal value were taken.”

Cummins had previously 
served a jail term for bur¬ 
glary and had been made 
subject of a suspended sen¬ 
tence a month before for a 
burglary on a pet shop. 

Miss Mary McCarthy, de¬ 
fending, said Cummins was 
a hard working builder who 
had succeeded in staying out 
of trouble for many years 
but used amphetamines 
after splitting up with his 
long term partner. On the 
day of the raid he had been 
using drugs. 

She said he was now in a 
new relationship which will 
give him stability and enable 
him to stay out of trouble. 
He had already served a ten 
week suspended sentence, 
activated in December. 

Judge Griggs told Cum¬ 
mins:’’This sort of offending 
is particularly upsetting for 
the victims and you took 
sentimental items including 
the owner’s mother’s en¬ 
gagement ring. You caused 
great distress through the 
violation of their home, let 
alone the inconvenience of 
replacing keys which were 
stolen and repairing the 
damage to the property. 

“A further aggravating 
feature is that this offence 
occurred within days of you 
receiving a suspended sen¬ 
tence.” 


Thousands fed meter 
for Christmas dinner 

MORE than 5,600 families across the Black Country, South 
Staffordshire and Wyre Forest had to go to the shops on 
Christmas Day to pay their energy bills. 

The figures have been uncovered by Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin, who said it showed the extent to which people 
were living in ‘fuel poverty’. 

The Labour MP asked the bill-paying company PayPoint 
how many people in each area had to use its machines in 
newsagents and convenience stores on Christmas Day. 

He said it showed there were some people so hard pressed 
they were having to top up their electricity and gas just to 
cook the Christmas dinner. The figures showed 5,644 went 
to shops on December 25 to get credit. 

Mr Austin said: “I want the Government to introduce an 
energy price freeze to help working families with their bills, 
but they’re not taking action.” 
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Villa Park hit 
hardest by theft 

MOBILE phones, cash, debit cards and 
number plates have been stolen while fans 
were watching games at West Midland foot¬ 
ball grounds, figures show. 

Aston Villa saw most complaints of thefts 
at their stadium in the last three years with 
21 incidents recorded by police at Villa 
Park, which holds almost 43,000 fans, since 
2010. In contrast, Wolves’ Molineux, which 
has a capacity of 31,700, saw just seven re¬ 
corded offences between 2010 and 2014. 

West Bromwich Albion’s The Hawthorns 
and Birmingham City’s St Andrews saw 18 
thefts each while Walsall’s Banks’s Stadium 
saw 16 despite the lowest capacity — 11,300 
— of the five clubs . 

Mobile phones were the most stolen item 
with 33 swiped at the five grounds in four 
years. 


Canal heritage volunteer was 
a convicted sex offender 


A SEX offender banned from 
contact with children got a 
voluntary job with a canal 
group visited by youngsters. 

Edward ‘Eddy’ Hunt, 68, was a vol¬ 
unteer with Dudley Canal Trust for 
three years before his past was discov¬ 
ered, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told. He had twice been jailed for 
offences involving children and been 
cautioned for possession of child porn. 

The trust took him on without 


checking if he had a criminal past, re¬ 
vealed Mr Geoffrey Dann, prosecuting. 

Hunt, of Park Village, who joined 
the trust in 2010, sometimes met 
school groups. Mr Dann added: “He 
was not left alone with the children, 
who had a teacher with them, but that 
action was a breach of the Sex Of¬ 
fender Prevention Order.” 

He was arrested in September after 
a sex offender manager, who took over 
his case, learned Hunt had contact 
with children as a volunteer. Mr David 


Bratt, defending, said: “He had not 
kept this secret. The previous offender 
manager had been advised where he 
was working.” 

Hunt, of Mickley Avenue, admitted 
breaking terms of the order and was 
given a three year community order 
and 24-week curfew. Trust director 
Alan Hazeldine said: “Dudley Canal 
Trust is reviewing all its operating 
and volunteer manning procedures 
in order to eliminate the possibility of 
this ever happening again.”

School to get 
road crossing 

A ZEBRA crossing will be introduced out¬ 
side a school in a bid to improve children’s 
safety, at a cost of £20,000. 

Dudley Council is to install the crossing 
on the Hagley Road, outside the Hasbury 
Primary School, in Halesowen. 

Transport boss Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed made the decision after a consul¬ 
tation with residents, police and transport 
operators last month. Only one objection 
was made from a nearby resident con¬ 
cerned of the impact on property prices. 

Councillor Ahmed said: “Having given 
consideration to the comments and obser¬ 
vations received as well as the aims of the 
scheme to improve road safety, it is felt 
to be appropriate that the introduction of 
pedestrian crossing should proceed.” 



Come on our Neil 
in Dexys book salute 


Dexys Midnight Runners superfan Neil Warburton 

DEXYS Midnight Runners superfan Neil Warburton has 
written book about the band’s history. The 42-year-old 
from Oldbury is also long-time friend of the band’s mercu¬ 
rial frontman Kevin Rowland. 

Mr Warburton first got into the band when a child and 
the very first record he bought was their 1980 chart-topper 
Geno. The group’s Kevin Rowland lived in the same street 
as Neil, Apollo Road. 

He said: “I remember sitting in front of the TV watching 
the band and my mum came in and saw Kevin. She said: 
‘He only lives up the road’. It is not often you find one of 
your neighbours is your favourite rock star.” 

Mr Warburton, who still lives in Apollo Road, eventually 
plucked up the courage to knock on his neighbour’s door 
and ask for an autograph. The two men remain friends. 

Mr Warburton’s book is a compilation of 15 issues of his 
fanzine Keep On Running, published from 1995 to 2000, 
along with new interviews from band members. The book 
will be launched at Oldbury’s Railway Inn and the Court of 
Requests pub in Church Road on Saturday. 

Heroin dealer is 
back behind bars 

A DRUG dealer is back behind bars after being caught sell¬ 
ing heroin. Police found 13 wraps of the drug split into £10 
deals when they raided the Dudley home of Harry Edwards 
on October 30, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 

There were also three wraps of crack cocaine, three sets 
of scales, a roll of cling film, mobile phones and a Stanley 
blade at the address in Queen Street, Pensnett, said Mr 
Howard Searle, prosecuting. 

Edwards, 39, had bought heroin to sell on to others but 
the cocaine was for his own use, the court heard. 

Mr Malcolm Fowler, defending, said father-of-two Ed¬ 
wards had had a long struggle with drug addiction. He had 
a previous conviction for drug dealing and other offences. 

Edwards, admitted possession of heroin with intent to 
supply and possession of cocaine and was jailed for three 
years ten months by Judge John Warner, who told him: 
“You have a very bad record spread over many years.”

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Sandwell lack 
of qualifications 

TWO areas of the Black Country have 
among the highest proportion of residents 
with no qualifications in the country. 

Sandwell was placed third out of nearly 
350 authorities for the highest amount of 
people between the ages of 16 and 64 who 
have no academic or professional qualifica¬ 
tions while Walsall was placed sixth in the 
research by the Office of National Statistics. 

The data comes from the 2011 census Ac¬ 
cording to the figures, nearly 50,000 people 
in Sandwell have no level of qualification, 
including GCSEs, A Levels, vocational 
qualifications or degrees, which equates to 
around one in four people in the borough. 

Sandwell Council’s cabinet member for 
children’s services, Councillor Simon Hack- 
ett, said officials were doing what they 
could to improve that figure. 


Warning on car cat crime 
as thieves chop off converters 


A RETIRED foundry worker is ap¬ 
pealing for help to track down ‘cat 
crooks’ who cut a valuable chunk 
out of his car exhaust in the latest in 
a spate of similar attacks. 

Raiders jacked Ray Harvey’s car up on 
his drive in Stourbridge during the early 
hours and hacked off its catalytic convert¬ 
er. 

It follows police warnings and a campaign 
urging motorists to security mark their vehi¬ 
cles after more than 70 catalytic converters 


— known as ‘cats’ —were stolen from cars and 
vans in Dudley. 

Mr Harvey, aged 63, of Peak Road, Penfields, 
only realised what had happenedwhen he heard 
a banging noise, followed by the exhaust falling 
off, as he started the car a few hours later. 

Their son-in-law, unemployed mechanic 
Andre Didlick, of Amblecote, discovered that 
the ‘cat’ was missing. 

Mr Harvey said: “They cost about £300 to re¬ 
place. Thieves target them because they can sell 
the metals off for £200 or more and I would like 
to know if anyone saw the thieves.” 


A neighbour’s CCTV caught the thieves on 
camera jacking up the car at 4.50am on March 
8 and it took just three minutes 10 seconds for 
them to remove the ‘cat’. 

The footage showed the shadowy images of 
two men who arrived in a black car. 

More than 70 catalytic converters were stolen 
in Dudley between April and December with 
thieves targeting vehicles including Mercedes 
Sprinter vans, Kia, Mitsubishi, Ford, Peugeot, 
Citroen and Hyundai. Police urge drivers not to 
park their cars with two wheels on the kerb be¬ 
cause it gives easier access. 


Teens rescued 
from reservoir 

THREE teenagers were rescued from a 
water ski ramp after becoming stranded 
in the middle of a reservoir when their 
dinghy burst. 

Two 15-year-old boys and a 16-year- 
old boy had been using a dinghy at Lodge 
Farm Reservoir, in Highbridge Road, 
Netherton, on Saturday. 

Firefighters and a water rescue unit 
were called to the reservoir, which is used 
by Dudley Water Ski Club, at about 5pm. 
The teenagers are not believed to have 
been members. Fire crews used an inflat¬ 
able boat to bring the boys back to shore. 

Watch commander Roy Whitehead, 
from Brierley Hill fire station, said the 
boys were not stuck there for very long 
and were all okay.

By her own confession it’s an antique with a 
capacious, black leather-cloth saddlebag (no 
longer manufactured) and just three Sturmey- 
Archer gears.

She admits to constantly making choices to live 
life to the limit and indulging herself whenever she 


fancies a new look as a popular hairdressers’ model at 
Wolverhampton’s award-winning Ultimate Hairdressing 
salon. 

“I love meeting the students and they treat me lovely,” 
she says. 

It’s hard to imagine that his retired assembly worker, 
who completed 45 years’ service at Willenhall’s famous 
Josiah Parkes & Sons lock manufacturers, could 
ever be knocked back. But failing teeth “became an 
embarrassment,” she recalls.

raise be - the Reverend 
Adam Smallbone is back at 
last. Two years is a long time 
between sermons - here’s hoping 
TV’s best-loved vicar has spent that 
time away from our screens coming 
up with inspiring new subjects and 
honing his delivery. 

Let’s face it, his parish could use 
a few more devotees - inner-city 
London was always going to be a 
tough gig, and despite his best 
efforts, Adam hasn’t really managed 
to win over the locals, unless you 
count unstable Mick, alcoholic lost 
soul Colin and lovesick Adoha. 

They’re all back for this third 
series, which Tom Hollander, who 
co-created the sitcom with writer 
James Wood, says was a dream to 
make. 

“I found it very comforting and 
reassuring and it’s very lovely to do 
something that you have done 
before which people have enjoyed,” 
he remarks. “There was none of the 
stress you normally have playing a 
new part where you go, ‘Oh, I 
wonder if it works if I do this or if I 


do that’ whereas, because we’ve 
done two series there’s a relaxation 
of putting on a, you know, favourite 
old cardigan or something.” 

Also back is Olivia Colman. She 
may have become Britain’s premier 
TV actress since the last run of Rev 
was aired, thanks to performances 
in Broadchurch, Run, Accused and 
The Thirteenth Tale, but she found 
time in her hectic diary for this. 

“There’s something comforting 
about knowing we’re back because 
people liked it, so we’re doing 
something right,” she says. “It’s a 
shame you have to do anything on 
the first day.

Kia refreshes 
best budget 
4x4 - popular 
Kia Sportage 

It’s easy to believe for a moment that the mar¬ 
ket for compact SUVs hasn’t changed all that 
much in the last ten years, but it’s now radi¬ 
cally different and the biggest beneficiary of 
these changes have been Kia, and more spe¬ 
cifically its Sportage. That car’s been fettled 
and refreshed now and still looks the best 
budget 4x4 not a whole lot of money can buy. 

As before, you get a choice of four powerplants. 
There are 1.7 or 2.0-litre common-rail diesels with 113 
and 134bhp respectively- or 1.6 and 2.0-litre petrols 
packing 138 and 161bhp. 

Performance is similar with the 2.0-litre units as both man¬ 
age the 0-62mph trial in under 11s with the manual gearbox 
installed. The entry level cars have front wheel-drive, with 
upper spec models getting all-wheel traction. 

The Sportage uses a part-time all-wheel-drive system 
which sends 100 per cent of power to the front wheels un¬ 
less slippage is detected and it’s automatically diverted to 
the rear. There’s a Lock Mode for off-road driving which 
splits the available power 50/50 between the front and rear 
wheels, but it only operates below 25mph. All Sportage 
models have Hillstart Assist Control to help with uphill geta¬ 
ways and Downhill Brake Control to provide reassurance on 
steep descents. 

The latest car features Kia’s Flex Steer system on select¬ 
ed models. This allows the driver to choose between three 
different levels of power assistance according to preference 
and where the car is being driven. ‘Comfort’ mode provides 
increased help for parking or manoeuvring in tight areas, for 
example, while ‘Sport’ lessens the assistance for increased 
feel and stability at higher speeds. There is also a ‘Normal’ 
setting. In addition to this, the windscreen glass has been 
modified to reduce the amount of noise entering the cabin. 

Otherwise, it’s still as practical as ever. It just feels a lit¬ 
tle better built. The generous dimensions of the Sportage 
are carried over. There’s a substantial boot measuring in 
at 564-litres when the rear seats are occupied - or 1,353-li- 
tres when they’re folded down. Storage space inside the 
Sportage includes a six-litre centre console bin, large door 
pockets and a glovebox that’s air-conditioned on some 
models. 

Variants 

Prices kick off at around £17,500, which keeps things 
real and Kia has done a spot of tinkering with the mix of the 
model line-up. Two additional variants at the top and bottom 
have been added to the team sheet to further broaden the 
appeal to customers- an all-wheel drive 2.0 CRDi at entry 
level and the 1.7 CRDi turbodiesel is now an option on the 
top spec two-wheel drive model. The 1.6-litre direct-injection 
petrol unit and 1.7-litre turbodiesel made their debuts in the 
Sportage and remain the mainstays of the range in the UK. 

Equipment levels have also been subtly boosted across 
the range. 

The best-performing Sportage from an economy and 
emissions perspective is the font-wheel drive 1.7 CRDi die¬ 
sel which manages 54.3mpg and 135g/km. That’s pretty 
good going.

He tweeted on Friday that

Mel said: “My relation¬ 
ship with Nicolas Anelka 
was good and he helped me 
but I hope now the situation 
is resolved in the best way 
possible for all parties.
